_ A Great National Service Scheme, 


Mr. Lioyd George pointed, ic this connection, to the difiicalty 
regarding agricaltare for want of akilled men, despite the fact that 
“he believed there wore hacdreda of poaple who, if they could ba 
sutiliaed to the best advantage, could produos great quantities af food 

ia this country. In this connestion, schemes of very great magnitude 
* Aad besn formalsted and wore in ooarae of being put into operation. 
They would involve great local organisation throughout the country, 
and he thought that Mr. Aeqaith would bs very satisfied with them 
when he eaw them, The matter was considered by the War Oom- 
mitteo of the late Government, who unsnimously decided that the 
time ‘had come for the adoption of the principle of universal 
‘national service. The preeent Goveroment and War Cabinet had 
wpanimously sdopted this odnclasion, and he believed that the plane 
which had been made-would secure to every workor all that he had

No Government in thiy country 
had ever contained such a large representation of Lauour, 
They realised that it was impossible to conduct the war 
withuut petting the conplete and unqualified support of Labour, 

- and also they. were aoxicus to ebtain Labdar’s assistance 
und counsel for the purpose of the conduct of the war, 

. Previous Administrations had been peuce structures, or- 
ganived for a different purpose and different conditions. A* 
craft suituble for a river or canal was aot exactly the kind 
of vessel fur the bigh seus, Lie was not here referring to the last 
Cabinet but to the old system of Cabinet where the heads of 
every departuien, Were represented! inside the Cabinet, He 
was convinced that the new form of Government was tho 
Lost for a war where quick-devision wou necessary alsove 
everything. He declared chat the Allies Lad suffered disaater 
after disaster through tardiness of decision aud activa. 
You caumyt run. a war with « Saubedrim. That was_the 
moaning of the Cabinet of five and one of ite members doing 
sentry duty outside. It bad been suggested that there waa 
a danger of lack of co-ardination; but he pointed out that it 
was the old practice to have beads of departments outside

especially in time of war, than keeping men away from their . 


departments discussing things which did not directly concern

in apy particular from the complete control of Partinaneat,

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MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S SPEECH. - 


Mr. Lloyd George stated that the Government was in- 
vestigating the Franch system, whereby tho Ministers had 
to appear before Parliamentary committees, where questions 
could be asked them and they could give an account which 
they would nog sare to give in public. It waa possible that 
they might refer-the matter to Parliament for settlement. 

Coming to the work of: the Government, Mr. Lloyd 
George referred to the Ministry of Labour. He hoped this 
‘department would not confine itself merely to settling dis- 
putes, He hoped it would become in a reel sense a ministry 
with the well-being of Labour in ite charge. He also boped 
that, this department would take a leading part in ‘assisting 


» in the mobilisation.of Labour for the purposes of the war. ' 


With regard to shipping, he cmphaaised that it was never 
80 vital to the life of the nation ag.at present, ‘and the Gov- 
ernment felt that the time had come to take more complete 
control of all ships in Britain and place them ip practically 
the same position-as the railways, go that during the war 
shipping would be nationalised in the real sense of the term. 
The prodigious profits which were made out of freights con- 
tributed largely to the high cost of commodities and made 
ig difficult for the Government to induce organised Labour 
to. give up its privileges. 

Undue and cxtravngant profits in shipping were intoler- 
able in war time, Bir Joseph MacLay was conferring with 
the Admiralty and Shipping Control Committee and Mr. 
Lloyd George hoped soon to be able 40 inform the House 
of the plans which herecommended not only for the more effective 
ntilination of ghips already on the register but also for the speedy 

» ‘construction of more ships to replace: the wastage, BRegard- 
ing the coal mines the Government felt that it onght to assume 
more direct control over the whole industry, 

The food problem was undoubtedly serious and would be 
Brave unless not merely the Government but the nation was 


prepared to grapple with it courageourly without‘loss of time. 


He pointed out that the available harvest of the world had 


failed. The surplug available for export from Canada and the’ 


United States had diminished to a disastrous extent, The 
Argentine promised badly, that of Russia war not available 
and that of Australia meant almost prohibitive transport, 
Our own harvest was apoor one, and he did not believe that 
niore than three-cighths of the usual sowing had: taken 
place. It was true to a certain extent that you could 
make up by Spring sowing, but that never producer anything 
comparable ta Winter sowing. The eubmarine menace in 
this respect was not the most important yo consider, Under 
these circumstances the late Government decided to ap- 
point a Food Controller. The latter was asxisted by the 
ablest experts in the House. At the head of the Board of 
Agriculture they had a man-who was singularly gifted, 
and who had as thorough a knowledge of the principles and 
practices of this question as any man in this or any other 
country, toad 

The problem is a double one, namely distribution and 
production. Respecting both we must call upon the people 
of the country to make real sacrifices ; but it is essential that 
the sacrifices should be equal. (Cheers), * Over-consumption * 
by the affluent must not be allowed to create a shortage for 
the Iess well-to-do, He hoped he could appeal to men and 
women of all ranks to play the yame, (Cheers), Without the 
help of the whole nation we could accomplish uothing. The 
whole nation must assist us eo to distribute our resources 
that.there shall be no man, woman or child who will suffer 


hunger besayse someone elte is getting too much, (Cheers), 


Regarding production, every square yard must be
